King was regularly tried, with the 
ex-convict named Lynch, for the mur- 
der of Prowse. They both pleaded not 
guilty, but the jury found otherwise 
in each case. Lynch was badly wounded 
in the head by his victim, and there 
is no question about him. With King. 
however, it is different. He was ar- 
rested on the streets a few days after 
the crime, and identified as a man seen 
running from the scene of the mur- 
der. His own claim is that he simply 
looked like the man wanted, who is 
said to be John Strange, now doing 
time ‘in the Colorado State prison for 
burglary. There are two or three con- 
Vict affidavits to that effect. King, 
whe is an Italian, has wealthy rela- 
tives in his native land and they ad- 
vanced money freely for his liberation. 
They enlisted the aid of a number 
of representatives of the Italian gov- 
ernment in this country, and an at- 
torney was sent here to try and save | 
the man’s life.

SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.)

| omy ONE OF ITS KIND IN TRE 
UNITED 


There is not a Caucasian in the 
Place—Town Has Prospered—Has a 
Population of a Thousand—Story of 
Its Founding. 3 


City Journal:] The thriving 
city of Langston, situated twelve miles 
northeast of Guthrie, itn Logan county, 
Okla., enjoys the distinction of being 
— only strictly negro town in Amer- 


“lt has a population of upward of 1000 
souls, and there is not a Caucasian in 
the confines of the city, excepting the 
occasional stranger within the gates. 
All the municipal! officers, the postmas- 
ter, the officers of the law and the 
members of the Scheol Board are ne- 
groes. As if in defiance of the oft- 


heard theory that the negro must 


mingle with the white race in order to 
thrive and make a ving, this city has 
grown steadily from the day ii was 
founded, and today it is as prosperous 
as any city of its size in the Territory. 

The history of the founding of Lang- 
ston is a peculfar one. McCabe, 
the present Deputy husieer of Okla- 
homa, a colored man who, previous to 
the apening of the Territory had twice 
been elected Auditor of the State of 
Kansas, became imbued with the idea 
that his race ought to be a political 
factor in the new commonwealth, and 
he organized a systematic movement to 
induce the negro population from the 
Southern States to come to the Terri. 
tory, which he described in seductive 
cireulars as being a land “flowing with 


y milk and honey.” In furtherance of 


his scheme, he settled. the lands where 
Langston is now situated, started the 
town, and assured his race, as faat as 
they arrived, that no white man should 
be allowed to own a foot of property 
in the city, and that it should be ex- 
clusively a negro town. McCabe 
started an avalanche of “colored 
veg and they marched not only 
upon ngston but Oklahoma as well, 
thrice 10,000 st . Alarm spread over 
the Territory, and he was assailed from 
all quarters. He was. cha with 
importing worthless negroes for pol?t- 
ical purposes, his methods deheuneed. 
and himself threatened until he was 
obliged to call a halt. But he builded 
better than he or his detractors knew, 
for the plantation darkies did not take 
kindly to the production of the crops 
of the North, and at once began to 
clamor for their one familiar crop— 
cotton—and soon demonstrated that it 
could be succesefully grown in this 
Tefritory. In proof of this assertion, 
the attention of the reader is called to 
the following paragra from the re- 
port of the Governor Oklahoma to 
the Secretary of the Interior for the 
year 1901, as follows: 

“Ten years ago Oklahoma raised 
several hundred bales of cotton; last 


firet cotton was raised in the vicinity of 
Guthrie, most of the seed being fur- 
niehed free by the Board of Trade of 
that city. A majority of the people 
who tried cotton raising the first year 
pronounced it a failure. A few, how- 
ever, persevered, and the > colored 
element who settled in the Iowa and 
Sac and Fox reservations in the fall of 
1881 soon opened up extensive cotton 
es all over that section, so that 
n a few years the cotton crop cf the 
Territory to proportions 
entitling it to a place in the crop re- 
ports of the nation.”
